Strictly speaking, the word 
*caror* should be applied to the 
lyrics written to go with a round 
of dancing, namely a dance meas¬ 
ure. However, as with many 
words common usage has changed 
its meaning until now it desig¬ 
nates almost exclusively the songs 
written to celebrate the Chnstmas 
festival. 

The original meaning of the 
word *‘carol” is right in keeping 
with the first caroling, for it con¬ 
sisted of both oancing and sing¬ 
ing. The “crib’' of the Saviour, in 
the ti-aclitional setting, was placed 
in the center of lue cnurch at 
Christmas and the c^irollers form¬ 
ed a ring to dance around it. Like 
the tricks performed by the jug¬ 
gler in the famous story, the 
dancing was offered reverently. 
Thus, some of the most famous 
Latin Christmas hymns were 
written to dance tunes. 

The custom of caroling found 
its way into the Christian Church 
from pagan rituals. The clergy, 
although opposed to the practice, 
had to accept it and so contented 
themselves with limiting its prac¬ 
tice. 

The struggle between the clergy 
and the churchgoei*s went on for 
years. Even as late as 1209, it 
was necessaiy for the council of 


Avignon to forbid theatrical dan- 
jees and secular songs in churches, 
j Little by little the religious dan¬ 
ces wei'e (lone away with. Those 
which survived the longest were 
the dances peiformed on Shrove 
Tuesday^ 

From the beginning, the Christ¬ 
mas festival, which coincided with 
the Latin and followed the Teu¬ 
tonic feasts of the winter sol¬ 
stice, lent itself to gaiety.

On Twelfth Night in Ireland 
it was the custom to set up, as 
high as possible, a saeve of oats. 
In it a dozen candles wei*e placed 
with a large one in the center 
and all ligihfted.

Lights of the Woi’ld.

NEW YEAR'S DAY 

Hotels, Restaumnts, Taveams 
and Clubs may sell alooholic bev¬ 
erages dui-ing the usual houra of 
iSaOe. 

“Package Goods" Stores may 
sell alcoholic 'beverages at any 
time during the horn’s of 1 o'clock 
p.in. and 11 o’clock pm. 

Manufacturers and Wholesalers 
and Impoitei'S shall make no 
sales or deliveiies at aaiy time 
during the day. 

Registered Phai^macists shall 
not sell alcoholic beverages (or 
alcohol) at any time during the 
day except upon the presciiption 
or a I'egi^tered phjnsician. 

On New Y^ear's Day ONLY, 
which is on Monday, Januaa'y 1, 
1968, Sunday evening-Monday. 
morning sales of /alooholic bev- 
ei’ages maj'- be .’peimitted by the 
licensing authorities for on-iprem- 
ises licensees, with the exception 
of Taverns' until 2 o'clock a.m., 
instead of the usual 1 o'clock a.m.
